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(A) the vehicles^ radios, generators, and any other 
equipment and logistic support services which may be loaned 
or provided in support of the Polish- led Multinational 
division in Iraq: and 

(B) any equipment, articles, materials, or related services 
which in the future may be provided or loaned to the 
Government of Nicaragua by the U. S. Government and funded 
by PKO funds. 

The Embassy proposes that if the foregoing is 
acceptable to the Government of Nicaragua, this diplomatic 
note, together with the Ministry's reply shall constitute 
an agreement between the two Governments which shall enter 
into force on the date of the Ministry's reply. 

The Embassy of the United States of America avails 
itself of this opportunity to renew to the Ministry of ' 
Foreign Affairs the assurance of its highest consideration.

The Embassy proposes that if the foregoing is acceptable to the Government of 
Nicaragua, this diplomatic note, together with the Ministry's reply, shall constitute an 
agreement between the two Govermnents which shall enter into force on the date of the 
Ministry's reply. 

The Embassy of the United States of America avails itself of this 
opportunity to renew to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs the assurances of its highest 
consideration.
